Enormous Increase-of U. 6. 


Since War Began. —

Warring Europe's purchase of food sup- 
plies and munitions of war in the United 
States during the first nine months of 
the conflict have totaled nearly $1,000,000, - 
000.* An ide& of the stupendous size of 
these pircheses can. be gathered from 
the fact that they represent an increase 


‘of $635,000,000 over the normal exports of 


the same months of the previous year. 
‘Figures furnished TH» TRIBUN®S corre- 
spondent today by the bureau of foreign 
and domestic commerce show that the ex- 
portation of munitions of war and ar- 
ticles that go into their, mafufacture 
from the United States totaled at the end 
of. April the sum of $331,404,000, an in- 
crease of $138,025,000 over the correspond- 


Ying period of last year. 


Food Exports Leap. 


The exportation of foodstuffs has 
reached $657,402,000, an increase of $396,- 


416,000. 

These figures represent only the actual 
exportations.. Other iarge purchases 
have been made which have not yet been 
delivered. Officials at the department of 
commerce declared they believe exports 
of war materials and food supplies will 
increase rather than diminish with the 
entrance of. Italy into the struggle, and 
on account of the difficulty the allies have 
in manufacturing war munitions. 

The value of the horses exported has 
jumped from $2,918,000 to $47,784,000, and 
myles from $614,985 to $7,478,000. The ex- 
ports of explosives have advanced from 
$5,471,000 to $21,163,000 while harness and 
saddies have jumped from $1,571,000 to 
$10,700,772. The total exports of leather 
goods have increased from $17,787,000 to 
$44,120,875. 
| Vast Gain in Zinc. 

An enormous gain in zinc foreign sales 
has also been made. Last year these to- 
taled $827,702, but since the war began 
they have reached $15,709,867. Last year 
no pig lead was exported at all, but this 
year the exports have reached $6,163,474. 
Barbed wire has advanced from $3,424,721 
to $5,187,898. ; e 

The exports of wearing apparel, knit 
goods, cotton cloths and yarns also have 
increased endrmously. The total wear- 
ing apparel exports, representing cloth- 
ing, ,.has jumped from $8,790,000 to $24,- 
957000, while knit goods have increased 
from $2,136,147 to $10,476,864, yarn from 
$583,120 to $1,283,882, and yarn manufac- 
tured products from $4,790,772 to $6,359,- 
589. 

Commercial automobiles are also in 
enormous demand. Last year the exports 
of these machines totaled $934,330, while 
this year they have jumped to $23,977,968. 
Only $194,000 in aeroplanes and parts of 
aeroplanes were exported last year, but 
this year the value of these exports has 
reached $874,773. 

Brass Sales Double. 

Brass scraps, bars and plates have been 
doubled, this year’s exports being $12,- 
154,254. The exportation of cars, wagons, 
and carriages has increased $10,000,000, 
the value so far this fiscal year being 
$52,644,000. Firearms have jumped from 
$3,012,237 to $7,450,078, cartriges from 
$4,023,815 to $12218,744, gunpowder from 
$226,728 to $808,386,and all other explosives 
from $795,800 to $7,395,899. Horseshoes 
have jumped from $86,862 to $1,404,275. 

One of the curious features of the eom- 
parative exports is the decrease in dyna- 
mite, which has fallen from $1,415,000 to

’ His story seemed to be supported by his 
familiarity with American cities and per- 
sonalities. But the Engligh military av. 
thorities had intercepted a letter sent by 
Rosenthal from Copenhagen to Capt. von 
Prieger under a name which the authori- 
ties knew Von Prieger had been using for 
years. After the letter had been pro- 
ducéd with other details which it is not 
permitted to tell, Rosenthal rose to his 
feet, gave a military salute, and eaid that 
the game was up. 

“I confess,” said he, “that I am a 
German sent here by Capt. von Prieger.”’ 


Saw the Forged Dies? 

“I was doubtful,” said Rosenthal, 
about coming to England again, but Capt. 
von Prieger offered me another passport. 
He then opened a safe in his office and 
took out a bundle of American passport 
blanks, printed in the proper form on the 
correct parchment. He showed me forged 
dies with which the seal of the United 
States could be reproduced. ‘I can fit 
you out with a passport in any name you 
wish,’ he said—‘a passport that will pass 
inspection.’ ” 

After the confession Rosenthal broke 
down and made an attempt to commit 
suicide by strangling himself with bed- 
clothing.

|“‘Tribune” Writer Says Colony 


Would Be Prize Now Only

ZAMBA, Nyasealand, British Hast Af- 
rica, March 28.—The rains are now on in 
Bast Africa, which makes it a matter of 
éhcecding difficulty to move troops from 
one place to another, owing to the nu- 
merous swollen and unfordabie rivers and 
the swampy nature of a large part of the 
country where the main operations will 
of nesessity be carried out. 
Unfortunately, owing to the upheaeval 
in Turkey,, British troops which were 
originally intended for German East Af- 
tica, were dispatched to Egypt in connec- 
tion with the operations in that vicinity of 
tbe Suez canal, or the colony in all proba- 
bihty would have fallen before now. 
There have been a few skirmishes since 
the year set in on the German and East 
African protectorate border, but nothirg 
of moment. Towards the end of January 
a eompany of British troops defeated a 
German force at Shwari hill, near the bor- 
der. 
|} We also had some scrapping on Mafia 
islard, where we captured several Ger- 
mars, a considerable number of. their 
Askari surrendering with their arms and 
ammunition. 


Germans Surround British Force. 
On Jan. 18 one of our advance posts, 
consisting of three companies of Indian 
troops in charge of two British officers, 
was surrounded by an overwhelming force 
of Germans, numbering fully’ 2,000, with 
six field and sixteen maxim guns, near 
Jasin, a short distance from our border 
‘In German territory. 

* Our main force in this district was great- 
ly reduced from its original strength ow- 
ing to several relief columns being dis- 
patched to other parts, and the troops 
sent to succor the garrison found it im- 
possible to break through 
lines. , ‘ 
Eventually, after all their ammunition 
was expended, they were obliged to sur- 
render, but they previously took the pre- 
caution to make their rifies and guns use- 
less. We lost about forty killed and 
wounded. During the action a party of 
forty Indian troops guarding an adjacent 
factory broke out and cut their way 
through the enemy, losing half their num- 
ber in doing so.

U. S. HEALTH SERVICE OPENS 
SAFETY FOURTH CAMPAIGN. | 


Warns Public of Tetanus Danger 
Resulting from Blank Cartridge 
Wounds Neglected as Trivial. 


Washington, D. C,, June 5.—[Special.]— 
The United States public health service 
today initiated its 1915 campaign to pre- 
vent Fourth of July accidents. 

“The blank cartridge wound is the 
great cause of Fourth of July tetanus,” 
it says im a warning issued to the people. 
“Parents should realize that it is easy 
to prevent, but extremely difficult to cure. 
No blank cartridge wound is too trivial 
to receive careful medical attention, 
However slight the injury may appear, 
summon a physician and at once adopt 
energetic measures. Reliance upon home 
treatment may prove disastrous and re- 
sult in the sacrifice of life.” 

The health service points out that in 
1903, before the public was awakened ta 
the dangers of Fourth of July accidenta, 
one case of tetanus developed to every 
four blank cartridge wounds. In 1014 
there was only one case to every forty 
sich injuries. 

“This is the measure of the success of 
the preventive treatment.’’ the warning 
says. ‘‘In 1908 there were 417 Fourth of 
July vietims of that dread malady; in 
1908 the number had been reduced to 130, 
while from last season's celebration there | 
were only three.”’ . !

Judge Goodnow’s bill provides that a 
man proved to be the father of a child born 
out of wedlock may be compelied to pay 
a fine of not more than $3,000 or to obli- 
gate himself to provide for the support of 
the child, according to his means, until it 
becomes 18 years old, unless it earlier 
becomes self-supporting. : 

Under the present law bastardy is mere- 
ly@ civil action and a guilty man cannot 
be extradited once he steps outside the 
state. Judge Goodnow’s bill makcs bas- 
turdy a misdemeanor, so that a runaway 
offender can be extradited and brought 
back to the jurisdiction of the court.

In twenty-six cities of more than 200,000 
east of the Rocky mountains, the scale in 
Chicago is equaled by only three cities, 
and in those cities the working conditions 
gre sald to be more severe on the men 
than in Chicago. 

Surface Lines’ Wage Scale. 

In Chicago the present scale is 23 cents 
for the first three months of employment 
with the company, 25 cents for the second 
three months, 26 cents for the next six 
months, 27 cents for the first six months 
of the second year, 28 cents for the last 
six months, 29 cents for the third year, 
% cents for the fourth year, and 31 cents 
for the fifth year, reaching the maximum 
of 82 cents in the sixth year. 

In New York the minimum for conduct- 
ors jg 24 cents, for motormen 25 cents, 
and the maximum for conductors is 27 
cents and motormen 28% cents, paid from 
the beginning of the fifth year. The 
maximum in Brooklyn is 28 cents an hour 
gained after ten years of service. The 
Buffalo company pays its men the maxi- 
mum of 30 cents an, hour after they have 
been with the company steadily for ten 
years. . 7 


Three Cities Equal Chicago. 

Philadelphia pays its street car em- 
ployés a maximum of 30 cents after the 
sixth year and Cincinnati employés re- 
celye the maximum of 27 cents an hour 
inthe ninth year. Boston, Cleveland, 
and Detroit are the only cities that equal 
the Chicago scale. It is estimated that 
if the Chicago scale were applied to De- 
troit conditions the hourly wage in this 
city would equal 34 cents an hour, 

With these statistica before them the 
company officials will ingist that their po- 
sition against granting any increase in 
wages is correct, and ina time of business 
depression the best that can be done. 


Contention of Employes. 

On the other hand, the officials of the 
Unions will contend that Chicago condi- 
tions are unlike those of any other city 
in the United States and it is on these 
conditions alone that the question of 
Wages paid here should be determined. 


. Living costs, flat rentals, and other condi- 


tions remove the wages paid in other cities 
from consideration, they contend. 

With the working conditions decided 
on the surface lines officials and the union 
OMiclals believe that the wage question 
Will be settled this week. Wither an 
agreement will be reached or a break will 
result within a few days, it is predicted. 


Conditions on “L’’ Lines, 

The officials of the elevated lines and 
the officials of the elevated men’s union 
wl start tomorrow on a consideration 
ef working conditions.

Hugh McLennan Names At- 
torney Jennings as Co- 
respondent. 


Mrs. Emma McLennan, who recently 
escaped a bullet fired at her in Natalby’s 
Fipndolph street restaurant by Miss Gene- 
vieve Irvine, a stenographer then in the 
employ of Attorney Everett Jennings, 
was sued for a divorce yesterday by Hugh 
McLennan, a contractor. Attorney Jen: 


| nings, who was the cause of thé at- 


termpted shooting, is named as co-respon- 
dentin the bill. 
| It is not the first time the McLennans’ 


court. ‘Back in 1910 when McLennan was 
tried on a charge of wife and child aban- 
donment he testified their marriage on 
Oct. 6, 1906, was more a matter of the 
insistence of Mrs. McLennan’s brother 
than his own choosing and that it was 
contracted on the agreement of Mrs. Mc- 
Lennan to obtam a divorce soon after- 
ward. This Mrs. McLennan denied. The 
evidence showed the couple had rarely 
lived together since their marriage. 


J ennings Her Counsel. 

The next step came on Dec. 30, 1912, 
when Mrs. McLennan was granted a 
| decree of separate maintenance, given 

custody of her son, Hugh McLennan Jr., 
and nwarded $110 monthly alimony. 

Attorney Jenings represented Mrs. Me- 
Lennan in the action. 

Last April while Jennings was In Spring- 
field attending his duties as counsel for 
the Public -Utilities commission Miss 
Irvine waited in Natalby’s restaurant 
until Mrs. McLennanarrived for luncheon 
and, drawing a revolver from her hand- 
bag, fired a_bullet at the older woman. 
The bullet went into a wall, and Mrs. 
McLennan fled screaming. 


Typist Blames Mrs. McLennan. 

Miss Irvine was arrested on a charge of 
assault with a deadly weapon. She told 
a story of having been persecuted by Mrs. 
McLennan, who accused her of paying 
too many attentions to Jennings. She said 
Mrs. McLennan had annoyed her at all 
hours of the day and night by phone and 
had driven her almost to desperation by 
her jealousy. | 

Mrs. McLennan said she was the per- 
secuted one, and it was Miss Irvine who 
was jealous.. They both had often had 
luncheon with Jennings, they said, but 
asserted he was ‘‘ merely a friend.’ 

When Jennings hurried back to town 
he disclaimed any friendship for either 
of the women other than that of purely 
business relations, The matter was 
hushed up, and on May 18 Mrs. McLennan 
withdrew her complaint against the ste- 
nographer. 

McLennan also asks custody of his sen, 
alleging that Mrs. McLennan is unfit to 
care for him. He cites various dates on 
which improper relations are alleged to 
have existed ‘between the attorney and 
Mrs. McLennan, embracing a period be- 
tween January. 1018, and May, 1915. The 
alleged place of meeting is given as the 
attorney’s affice in the City Hall Square 
building. ote Mets fe :

I have just returned from four months 
passed’ in the war zone. Lam asked every 
Gay, '' When will the war end? *’ 

In reply Linvariably say that my opin- 
ion, formed from visits to Great Britain, 
France, Austria, and Germany, ig that the 
war can <¢asily last anotber year. The 
resources of these great countries in met 
and money have scarcely been touched. 
The securities issued by these countries 
are cheerfully bought by their own peo- 
ple. While there is some depreciation in 
the currency of all the countries except- 
ing Great Brifain, it is evident that more 
money can be had. © 

During cur great American war both 
sides of the controversy were poor, and 
money was hard to get. The confeder- 
ates were especially distressed because 
they bad n> government machinery at the 
start; they had no credit. 

The governments I have named have 
had practically unlim'ted credit. The 
thrift of the Germans and also that of 
the French is proverbial. The Austrians 
have not had such good standing, but the | 
British have been cons<ered as good as 
the Bank of England. It will take a long 
time to bring conditions which wil! cause 
these countries to quit on acocunt of 
money. 


Teuton Allies Have Food. 

The Germans and the Austrians are is- 
suing bread tickets to reduce the con- 
sumption of bread. Bu: 1 believe both of 
these countries have more foodstuffs on 
hand, or within reach than when war 
was declared. Then, again, it takes a long 
time to starve people out. Our own con- 
federates lived two years after all sane ‘1 
men supposed they were starved out. 
Therefore, the war will not end with « 
failure of money or a failure of food. 

How about men? It is believed that 
Germany has 10,000,000 of men under 
arms: France must haye 6,000,000; Great 
Britain, 4,000,000; Ru probably 8,- 
000,000—maybe 10,000,000" Serbia is now 
in the war with 1,000,000 men and Italy 
with 1,500,000, , 

Then there are the battieships, subma- 
rines, and the aeroplanes. All these men 
and machines must be supplied with pow- 
der and metal. Hvery machine shop that 
was ever created and which pow exists 
in any of the countries at war is making 
munitions of war. ; 


France Busy Making Shells. 

I was in a great factory in Paris which 
was created for altogether other pur- 
poses, but which was turning out 5,000 
shells for the three inch guns every twen- 
ty-four hours. In other parts of France 
the same kind of work was in progress; 
the same state of facts undoubtedly exists 
in Great Britain. There are factories in 
Canada running out W munitions, anc | 
no one need be told wh is being done fn i 


Germany. : 
There i# a complaint in Ge y that 
the United States is furnishing the am- 


munition for the allies, but Representa- 

tive Gardner says the United States fur- 

nishes only 1 per cent of the ammunition 

used by the allies, and the allies complain .; 
that they are out of ammunition much of ' 
the time. . 

Great Britain has been distressed he- 
caure the workingmen of that country 
have not been enthusiaistic in producing 7 
war munitions, and in Germany I saw 
wagons driven through the streets of the 
cities gathering up old metal for use in ) 
the munition factories. I also saw 
broken Germam shells on the battlefields, “4 
the shells having been made of aluminum { 
instead of copper, which is the usual 
metal. I caw the metal wagons traveling 
in Austria. 

Plenty of Metal on Hand. 

I concluded that these exertions for the 
gathering of metal and manufacture of 
munitions mean that the war will not end 
on account of the lack of metal. Ourown 
American confederates had powder and 
ball until the end of the war, though the 
impression was they were out of every- 
thing. Necessity ie the mother of inven- 
tion. Thie is especially true in war times. 
The Germans are making substitutes for 
nearly everything. 

Then, when will the war end, and what 
will end it? It will not be ended by sub- 
marines of seropianes. It will be ended 
when one army or the other has a suffi- 
cient number of men and a sufficient num- 
ber of weapons and muskets with which 
to smash the more than 400 miles of 
trenches forming a rainbow through 
France and Belg@jum. There must be a 
sufficient nu of three pound can- ! 
non which, being centered upon the 
trenches, shall Grive men out, thus put- - al 
ting the fighting on the surface. | 

The smnashing of these lines will mean 
the death of hundreds of thousands, if - 
not millions, of men. That country will 
win which is moet willing tothrowftemen . 
into the ditches of death. Thewarbegan ~

Trenches Stronger than Forts. : 

The trenches are secure and are harder | 
to get rid of than the strongest fortress. f 
The Germans battered down Antwerp and 
this later fortress, Preemysi, but they 
have not been abie to batter down the 
trenches near Ypres.

Decoration of police officials for effi- 
ciency was decided om yesterday by 
Mayor Thompson and Chief of Police 
Healey. Elaborate ceremonies, in con- 
nection with the inauguration of the new 
aldermen, will be staged annually in the 
eity council chamber. 

Gold stars, the gift of the mayor, will 
be presented to each police official from 
patrolman up to and including captains 
for the beet Tecofds made during the year. 

“It seems difficult to get the idéa into 
the heads of the people that there will 
be no politics in the police department,” 
the mayor said. ‘I have addressed the 
captains and told them that I will not in- 
terfere in any case for any one, not even 
my closest political friends. 

“The efficiency record will cover the 
entire conduct of members of the police 
department entithed to share in these 
awards. They will be judged first as to 
their honesty and efficiency in cleaning 
out the crime places. 

“They will be judged on their conduct 
toward the people of Chicago, their per- 
sonal appearance, their courtesy, their 
general efficiency, and, above all, their 
ability to root out the criminals and kéep 
them rooted out.”’ 

Mayor Thompson also, followtng a con- 
ference with Chief Healey, anmounced he 
would recommend the installation of a 
large motorcycle squad for use in mak- 
ing quick captures of criminals. 


ASTOR’S INFANT HEIR CAN'T 
LIVE ON $20,000 A YEAR. 


Clothing, Toys and Supplies,$5,000; 
Physicians and Lawyers, $8,000, 
Are Items of Child’s Expenses,

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New York, June 5.—[Special.]—That the 
infant heir of the late John Jacob Astor, 
born on Aug. 14, 1912, has not been able 
to live on the $20,000 a year allowed by 
the court was made known today when 
the boy’s mother, Mrs. Madeline Tal- 
madgee Force Astor, widow of the colonel, 
as guardian of his posthumous child, 
filed an accounting. 

When Col. Astor wert down with the 
Titanic he left a will which bequeathed 
to the expected heir a trust fund of 
$3,000,000. The accounting shows that in 
addition to spending $20,000, the amount 
allowed by the cour for the child, she 
has also expended from her own funds 
$23,659.33 in two years. 

Mrs. Astor explaing that under the will 
she was to get the use of the Astor family 
residence at 840 Fifth avenue for life, un- 
less she remarried. Then she remarks 
that the upkeep of the establishment con- 
stitutes “a great expense,’”’ as the taxes 
are $83,000 and it costs $90,000 a year for 
service, supplies, and géneral upkeep. 

It is suggested the child dhould .be 

chatged one-third of the cost of mainte- 
nance of the establishment. 
The accounting shows that since the 
birth of little John Jacob the mother has 
expemied on him “ for physicians, law- 
yers, and the accountant’s bond as geén- 
eral guardian, upward of $8,000, and $5,000 
more for clothing, supplies, and toys.

Soldiers Keep Hidden. 

The trenches I have referred to make 
tents and habitations unnecessary. I sat 
on 4 hillside with shells going overhead 
and looked down the valley of the Aisne 
where thousands of men ought to have 
been in view, and not a man could be seen. 
There were sheep grazing not far awey 
and farmers were plowing less than five 
miles from the trenches, but even the 
hand of a soldier could not be seen above 
the trench. 

All the leading Germans believe thet 
if the American sale of ammunition to 
the allies would cease the German com- 
bination would win the war within sixty 
days. This ammunition question causes 
eli the bitterness in Germany toward the 
Americans. While I was in Berlin I was 
étared out of countenance on the streets, 
and it was made manifest to me that they 
cid not want Americans in that country. 
Every German mentioned the subject of 
ammunition; every German mother who 
loses a son is told that her son was killed 
by. a bullet made in America. 


Willing to Sell Germany. 

A young American friend of mine, in 
my presence, told a German that Amer- 
ica was selling ammunition to the allies 
end would sell ammunition to the Ger- 
Mans on an equal footing. He also told 
him that Germany and the Krupp fac- 
tory had been selling ammunition to war- 
like peoples for fifty years, and he thought 
the Americans had the same right. The 
young man further said: ‘‘ We have been 
reading the history of these matters. The 
Krupp factory has been enriched by sell- 
ing ammunition to nations other than 
Germany. This factory furnished guns 
and ammunition to Turkey, also to the 
Balkan states, and at one time was ship- 
ping such materials to Mexico.” 
. The young American also remarked 

that if any Americans were making am- 
munition and making money out of the 
same they were such Germans as Charles 
Schwab. I did not engage in this discus- 
sion. . he. 

The fact is, however, that the German 
hatred of Americans is great and the 
average German in Germany expects that 
in ease America has war with Germany 
that the German-Americans will wake up 
in the night for the purpose of cutting 
the throats of Americans bern in Amer- 
ica. Of course, this is not true, but that 
idea prevails in Germany to a great de- 
gree. | 
No Joy When Liner Was Sunk. 

When the Lusitania was sunk I was 
in Berlin. I saw no celebrations of that 
event. The war party in Germany may 
have been happy, but I have no doubt 
that there were many Germans. who did 
not indorse that tragedy. The Lusitania 
bulletin board attracted small attention 
compared with the bulletin board giving 
the war news from the Carpathians. But 
I have no doubt that the bearts of Ger- 
man mothers were deeply touched when 
they knew that nearly a hundred babies 
were sunk with the sitania. 

There is so much said about America in 
the war zone that one is almost pre- 
pared to think that América is at war 
with some country. American people 
have poured out their wealth for the 
poor in Belgium and for the Red Cross; 
our young women have gone-over to act 
as nurses; our surgeons have been dress- 
ing the wounds of all the armies. These 
things do not soften the almost universal 
hatred expressed for Americans. 

I think it would be good policy for 
Americans to be giving some thought to 
_. their own affairs. We havea big country, 
and we need loyal and patriotic hearts. 
The American people do not want war, 
but we do want a greater spirit of inde- 
pendence in an industrial sense. We 
should not import what can be made at 
heme. Germany has been preparing for 


industrial independence fully forty years, |. 


and behold the*result. It is self-reliant 
and full of courage.

S'r Edger Speyer’s arrival in this coun- 
try for the purpose of spending the sum- 
Mic “2NG (ae carsy @uUlUmN ON LHe Coast of 
Maine serves to cajl attention to the letter 
which he addressed on'the eve of his de- 
parture to Premier Asquith, asking him 
to secure the acceptance of his resigna- 
tion as a member of the privy council 
and the revocation of his baronetcy. 

Sir Edgar intimated that he had been 
eA +n mote ths onniication by the agita- 
tion in the United Kingdom against nat- 
MéGssGeU Cot.etus va Us ced OITtA and by 
the charges of disloyalty made against 


him in connection therewith, not only by 


the press, but also by public men. 

Mr. Asquith in reply gave expression to 
his sense of the injustice of these attacks, 
to the conviction of .crown and govern- 
ment that Sir Edgar's loyaity was above 
reproach and to the king’s refusal to ac- 
cept the resignation of his memwership in 
the privy council. At the same time Mr. 
Asquith intimated to Sir Edgar that the 
revocation of his baronetcy was impos- 
sible. 

Council Resignation Possible. 

George V. cowa cas.ly have acepted Sir 


Edgar’s resignation of his privy council- | 


orship. Whereas the sovereign cannot be- 
StOW @ peerage or a baronetcy, nor, in- 


deed, any of the great orders of knight- 


hood, without the concurrence of the goy- 
ernment in the person of a minister of 
siate, responsible to parliament, he can 
make a privy councilor of whomsoever 
he lists without regard to government or 
to legislature. 7 

He is entitled to take counsel of whom 
he will without restriction and the out- 
ward signs of his confidence in this mat- 
ter are the enroliment of the peison thus 
honored in the book of the council and his 
swearing the customary oath of loyaity 
and of secrecy. 

The sovereign can in the same way re- 
voke of his own accord and without min- 
isterial intervention any appointment to 
ine privy council and without giving any 
reasons. It is not necessary that the per- 
svn Lnus removed shouia have been guilty 
ot any offense. 


Last Removal by William IV. 

Tnere have been a number otf insiances 
in Engiish history of removal of names 
from the privy council by oraer of the sov- 
ereign, the last cases being in the reign 
of William IV. But Queen Victoria, like 
her successors, abstained from ever 
taking any such action, although she 
was sorely tempted to do so with regard 
to the late Sir Charles Dilke, against 
whom she developed an extraordinarily 
violent prejudice after his connection

fact that membership therein bestows 
the privilege of prefixing the words 
“right honorable "’ to the name and that 
every one who forms part thereof is ape- 
cially prayed for on Sundays during 
divine service of the Established Church. 


Oldest- British Institution. 

The privy council, 1 may add, is the 
oldest institution of the British empire, 
the so-calied aula regia, or curia regia, 
of the early Norman days, older even 
than that English parliament which fs 
acknowledged to be in point of age the 
senior and dean of ail now existing legis- 
lative bodies of the world. The cabinet 
is merely a committee of the privy coun- 
cil. 
However, aside from certain privileges 
in connection with the entrée at court, 
the members of the privy council have no 
particular rights to speak of and have 
no power to offer advice to the sovereign 
or to attend any of the meetings of the 
council unless gpecially summoned by bim 
for the purpose. 


No Instance of Disbaronetage. 

With regard to Sir Edgar Speyer’s 
baronetcy, there is no instance on record 
of any revocation of the patent of that 
dignity since its first institution by James 
I. a little over 300 years ago. There are 
caves in English history of a peer being 
dispeered—in olden times. But the annals 
of the realm will be sought in vain for 
any mention of a disbaronetage. 

The difficulty in the way of the revoca- 
tion of a baronetcy ties in the fact that 
it is a hereditary honor, and that Eng- 
lish law no longer permits the so-called 
“corruption of biood,”’ that-is to say, 
the visiting of the sins of the fathers 
upon. their children, save in the rare 
et treason. , 


Cannot Alienate Dignities. 

If crown and government cannot annui 
@ peerage or a baronetcy, save by legis- 
lative action in the case of high treason 
alone, neither can the holder of these 
dignities, through creation or inheritance, 
alienaté or renounce them. 

In the case of the new creation of these 
honors the person to whom they are 


| offered in the name of the crown is free 


to refuse them, and there are hundreds 
of instances of the declination of these 
dignities. But once accepted and offi- 


claily gazetted, they become inalienable , 


and have to be. borne by the recipient 
and by his lawful descendants in the 
male line, no matter how heavy or ob- 
noxious the burden. 

Sir Edgar Speyer stands today in the 
position of a baronet in spite of himself. 
He may find comfort in the knowledge 
that there are a number of peers of the 
realm in a similar position, who have 
vainly endeavored in every possible way 
to divest themselves of their status as 
hereditary legislators. 

Dispeered ad Offensive. 
In olden times English monarchs pos- 


sessed the right of dispeering as well as 


of creating peers, and historical research 
has brought to light the fact that In the 
Plantagenet and Tudor eras members of 
the house of lords were frequently dis- 
peered by the monarch when they hap- 
pened to have given him cause for offense. 

Thus there is an official record the in- 
stance of a Duke of Bedford, who was 
dispeered by Edward IV., deprived of all 
his heredity titles, and reduced to the level 
of an ordinary esquire, on the ground 
that in the estimation of the crown he 
was too poor to maintain the rank of a 
peer of the realm. ; 

The sovereign, however, has long 
ceased to enjoy these powers in Great 
Britain.

Need Not Use Title. 

Of course, it is always possible for a 
peer or a baronet to refrain from using 
his honors. Thus, the late Sir Arthur 
Cowell Stepney, who died mysteriously 
in a village railroad station in Arizona 
some years ago, and who, a great land 
owner in Wales and in California, aban- 
doned England in anger at having been 
placed under temporary restraint in con- 
sequence of his eccentricities, solemnly 
renounced his baronefcy on taking up 
American citizenship and absolutely de- 
clined to receive any letter from England 
giving him the prefix of “sir’’ to his 
Christian name, on the ground that he had 
‘*dropped the baronetcy for good and 
alL’”’

German Who Entered Apartments 
in Salt Lake Hotel Admits He 


Took Away Strong Box. 


Salt Lake City, Utah, June 5.—Lorenz 
von Arnim auf Kennersdorf, who claims 
to be a relative of Gen. von Arnim of the 
German army, is in jail here, and has 
confessed the theft of the strong box 
taken from the apartments of the Maha- 
rajah of Karpurthala in a hotel Thurs- 
day. 

Von Arnim has also revealed the hiding 
place of the box, which, with its contents 


practically intact, is in the hands of the 
Police. The box contained about $850 in 


foreign money and papers, including pho- . 


tographs in a secret compartment which 
Von Arnim did not open. 

Among the papers are a receipted bill 
for $2,266 from a New York hotel, a re- 
ceipt for $7,000 for a private railway car, 
a letter of credit for $300,000 issued in 
Bombay8Z and another for $150,000 issued 
in London. 

Von Arnim was arrested last night at 
Ogden, Utah, where he attempted to ex- 
change English for United States money. 
He talked freely of the theft, saying he 
first obtained access to the maharajah's 
apartments here in the guise of a vender 
of art works, and then. waited until the 
party went out, when he entered and re- 
moved the box, which he placed in a suit- 
case belonging to the maharajah. — 

Jewels valued at more than $50 000, usu- 
ally kept in the box, had been removed and 
placed in another receptacle only a fe 
hours before the theft. ,

“SOME REFLECTIONS ON OUR 


DIPLOMATIC SITUATION. 

If our recollection is not faulty, Mr. Bryan, 
upon his assumption of the high office he now oc- 
cupies, remarked that this republic would suffer 
no wars while he was secretary of state. 

It would seem at this moment, as the republic is 
confronting the possibility, though not yet, we hope, 
the probability, of not merely one war, but two, that 
though Mr. Bryan proposes it is another and even 
higher (or much lower) power that disposes. 

Mr. Bryan’s confidence was founded on the pet 
pacifist maxim that it takes two to make a quarrel, 
and as Mr. Bryan: was quite certain that under his 
amiable jnfluence the United States positively 
would not be one, it followed as the night the day 
that war would be for us, to use the phrase of an- 
other leading pacifist, “ humanly impossible.” 

Yet we see the government. moving with apparent 
deliberation along a course which, as only a most 
stubborn optimism can fail to see, leads to our en- 
guifment in the European catastrophe and at the 
same time to our assumption of the difficult task of 
extensive and costly military operations in Mexico. 

If these be the fruits of pacifist statecraft surely 
any nation that has concern for its own safety and 
welfare will pray to be delivered from its deceiving 
charms. 

This, indeed, will not be the first time, even in 
our own annals, as our president has pointed out in 
his admirable history of the American people, that a 
program of confident peace has ended in the contrary 
certainty of war. It is earnestly to be hoped that 
both the government and the people of this critical 
day will realize that we are not immune to the fate 
of other nations, that miracles will not intervene to 
save us from the normal consequences of our own 
acts because- our intent igs lofty, and that if we 
choose to place ourselves athwart the path of a mili- 
tant nation’s necessities or vital interests we must 
expect not meek retreat before the light of our no- 
bility, but the full shock of its strength. 

We must assume that the extreme consequences 
of our course are being coolly weighed by the gov- 
ernment. The people of the United States do not 
wish war. They are beyond any question over- 
whelmingly opposed to it. They oppose it not 
merely because they have pondered over the terrific 
facts of the European conflict, its waste and agony, 
but also because they cannot see any due propor- 
tion between the offenses of which we complain and 
the staggering sacrifice of war. This the president 
doubtless is aware of as well as of the fact that 
as chief executive he is not an enforcer of doctrine, 
but a trustee of the vital interests of the nation. 

We may expect, therefore, that despite his self- 
accusation as a man of one track mind he does not 
propose to rest an issue of peace and war upon the 
dogmatic assertion of a rule of war framed before 
the invention of the instrument to which it is now 
sought to apply it literally. 

Considerations there may be why the United States 
should enter the war against Germany. It may be 
' that the president fears that Germany triumphant 
would wreak her power and her resentment upon us, 
directly or indirectly. It may be that he considers 
Germany’s success over the allies either certain or 
so nearly so that he feels justified in thrusting us 
into the struggle to turn the scale against her. 

These are substantial though they may be en- 
tirely erroneous considerations. But if Germany is 


- 


already our foe and her triumph a peril to our ae | 


curity or prosperity it is obvious that we would do 
well to fight now with allies rather than later alone 
and unsupported. 

But certainly the American people are not willing 
to pay the price of war to enforce the main point 
of marine law urged in the American note of May 13. 

It would seem that such an issue turns upon ques- 
tions of law and of right which are justiciable, and 
should be resolved either diplomatically or by such 
arbitration as the United States, notably this ad- 
ministration, has so ardently favored as a pre- 
ventive of war. 

As to the conduct of the maritime operations pend- 
ing the adjudication of principles, while it is proper 
for the president to urge upon Germany a cessation 
of her program, there seems to be no reason why a 
satisfactory modus vivendi may not and ought not to 


be arranged by reasonable concessions on ouf side | 


as well es Germany’s. Unless there is an anhappy 
failure in Washington to recognise the conditions 
with which Germany is confronted we not ex- 
pect all the sacrifices to be made by Germany be- 
cause we hold to a view of law inconsistent with 
her military interests, : 

The dispatch of a special representative of the 
German embassy to Berlin to supplement the other 
representatwns of our.position and of the American 
situation gives grounds fer hope that a rational] ac- 
commodation is still probable. Certainly public opin- 
ion does not favor either war or the adoption of 
apy position incompatible with a just consideration 
of German rights end interests and an honorabie

Why he suddenly left Shadworth manor, near 
Banbury, where he was staying with his father 
and mother for the hunting, and proceeded to 
Ireland without warning any one of his relatives 
and friendg, is beyond their @omprehension, His 
brown leather valise and his rug were found on 
board the steamer Leinster, by which he crossed 
from Holyhead to Kingstown early on Sunday 
morning. But from the time he landed—he was 
seen disembarking—he vanished, without leaving 
any trace. 

There was no reason whatsoever which his par- 
ents, hie relatives, his friends and regimental 
comrades, could think of that would cause him 
thus to disappear, and thousands of pounds have 
been spent without success in searching for him 
in all parts of the world, especially in the United 
States and Canada, but without finding the slight- 
est clew, 


His mother, Lady Fermot-Hesketh, was Filo- 
rence Sharon, daughter of the late United States 
Senator Sharon of Nevada. Sir Thomas Fermor-

for a refit. During his stay at San Francisco Sir 
Thomas made the acquaintance of Miss Sharon 
of that city and won her hand. 

Sir Thomas unites in his person two ancient 
families, that of Hesketh and that of Fermor. 
His mother, Lady Arabella Fermor, was the 
daughter and ultimate heiress of the fourth Earl 
of Pomfret, whose peerage became extinct with 
the death of his son, the fifth and last earl, when 
the estates, which had been In the Fermor fam- 
ily for many centuries, passed into the posses- | 
sion of Lady Arabella. Her husband, the late 
Sir Thomas Hesketh, was authorized by the

NTIL about 1900 the water supplies 
of American cities were most im- 
pure.

heard of.

Al- 
though everybody knows of the impor- 
tance of air to the human body, very little 
accurate information was at hand 4s to 
the physiology of the use of air or the 
pathology which resulted from air or the 
mechanical principles underlying ventila- 
tion. Everywhere rule of thumb methods 
prevail. 4 
groups of investigators are at work. 

Two groups of physiologists have been 
at work. One group has proved that our 
old iéeas about the physiology of breath- 
ing and our method of using oxygen were 
all wrong. Another group has proved 
that, so far as immediate results are con- 
cerned, what counts is the temperature 
of air, ite humidity, and its movement, 
and thet its chemical composition is of 
little consequence. 

Another commission has proved that 
dirty air is especially apt to produce pneu 
mona. 
perhaps have proved, that more impor- 
tant than the pollution of air by gases, 
more important than the dirt amd bacteria 
which fall out of the air, more important 
than either of these is the fine dust which 
remains in the air and which thereby 
stops some of that part of the sun’s rays 
which kills bacteria.

Two commissions have been at work on 
the probleme of ventilation. Oneof these, 
located in New York City, has issued one 
progress report and is at work on a final 
report, due to appear in 1916. Another, 
the Chicago ventilation commission, is- 
sued one progress report in 1911 and now 
issues a second. 

The Chicago commission isa voluntary 
commission.

One of the points that is clear to those 
who are in touch with ventilation prob- 
lems is that the most satisfactory method 
of measurement now available is the de- 
termination of comfort or discomfort pro- 
duced. Comfort makes for efficiency of the 
human body, at least so far as the imme 
diate 
makes for inefficiency. 

No doubt we will find that itn the long 
run the curve of health does not always 
run parallel with that of comfort; that, 
though certain atmospheric conditions 
make for comfort for the time, in 
time they make against health. This may 
be true, but there is no very satisfactory 
way to prove it now. 

One of the interesting scales worked out 
by this commission is what they call the 
comfort gone chart. 
comfort gone they take account of the 
temperature and the humidity of the air. 
Elsewhere they discuss the effect of drafts 
and currents of air on comfort, but they 
do not cover these in this chart. 

This chart is divided into zones called 
“Too cold,” “Cool,” “ Comfort,”’ ** Too 
warm,” “ Very warm.” 
between 69 and 74 degrees is comfortable 
when the humidity is 28.

HE Balkan question is easily under- 
stood when compared to Cook coun- 
ty politics. The Balkan states are 
interested only in their own prob- 
lems anc will join one side of the 
European struggle or the other to gain 
local advantage, just as county bosses 
espouse the cause of one of another pres- 
idential candidate. 

In Bulgaria the paramount question Is 
how to conquer Macedonia, just as in 
Greece the paramount question ia how to 
solidify its grip upon this territory. In 
each kingdom there is a party that be- 
lieves an active alljance is the surest 
means of accomplishing this object, in 
each a party that wants to haggle over 
terms of: reward. 

In Greece, Venezelos, the minister who 
made the alliance against Turkey and 
against Bulgaria, advocated this policy 
and was forced to resigm because of the 
king’s opposition. 

In Bulgaria quite another situation pre- 
sents itself. The mfnister who made the 
alliance with Greece and Serbia was Gue- 
choff. The treaty in a general way de- 
fined the division of the territory to be 
taken from the Turks. Greece was to re- 
ceive the A®gean islands; Serbia her 
heart’s desire, a port on the Mediterra- 
nean; Bulgaria the lion’s share of the 
mainland. 


—~>- 

Every one knows that Bulgaria did most 
of the fighting against the Turks. Greece, 
Serbia, and Montenegro had little else to 
do than occupy, undefended territory. Be- 
ing at ease, they occupied a good part of 
the territory assigned to Bulgaria. ; 

The Turkish war over, the division of 
the spoil would probably have been peace- 
fully mace had not Austria intervened 
and prevented Serbia from taking Albania 
and obtaining a port on the Adriatic. The 
whys and wherefores of this step must be 
told in the artiole dealing with the causes 
of the great war. The fact must suffice 
here. 

From what we now know of therelative 
fighting efficiency of the Balkan and Aus- 
trian troops, it appears that the Balkan 
alliance could have held the territory 
against Austria. But this idea does not 
seem to have occurred to any country. 
Serbia seems to have yielded her heart's 
desire not without protest but without 
effort to hold it. Instead, she demanded 
as a recompense that part of Bulgaria's 
share of the spoils which her troops oc- 
cupted. 

The Turkish war gave Bulgaria enor- 
mous prestige as well as a substantial in- 
crease in territory. There was talk the 
world over of Bulgaria forming an empire 
of the Balkans with the king of Bulgaria 
as emperor, just as forty years before 
the empire had beem formed under the 
king of Prussia. Bulgaria was in a dom-

HERE is an old Latin proverb: “Inter arma silent 
muse” (In war times the muses are silent), But, like 
s0 many proverbs, it is not true. On the contrary, the 
muses are very boisterous just now; they yell, they howl, 
and make a terrible racket. Really Apollo, as their 
master and teacher, ought to give them a good spanking. 
“Sileant muse!’ (Let the muses be silent!) I do not 
think that the poets who have raised their voices have 
done much good up to now, no matter whether you look 
at their performances from the esthetic, the political, or 
the purely human point of view. In my quality as 4 
German I shall mention the German poets first, as 
charity begins at home. 

Our dramatic poet, Gerhart Hauptmann, has an- 
swered a letter by Rolland, the famous but rather over- 
valued author of “Jean Christophe.” Hauptmann has 
often tried to write in a popular vein, but that is not in 
him, and the moment he ceases being refined he becomes 
trivial and vulgar. So his letter was without literary 
dignity; Mr. Miller or Mr. Schultze could have done just 

as much or just as little. He was indignant, but he did not find the con- 
vincing accents. of sublime wrath and he did not crush the enemy by the 
solemn simplicity of a great heart and a pure conscience. The poet wanted 
to be the spokesman of his nation; he wanted to lower himself to the level 
of the man in the street, and he succeeded too well 
Another German poet, Thomas Mann, demonstrated in a clever essay 
that war ought to be the joy:of the artist. But the subtlest art of a great 
dialectician does not persuade us in the midst of all these horrors that we 
should rejoice in them. The strongest men of the belligerent nations pro- 
claim that they will fight to the bitter end, but the more they are in earnest 
the more they refuse to listen to hyperesthetic considerations of the kind I 
have mentioned. Reality is too terrible for these mental gymnastics. War 
is no joy for the modern man. It may appear to him asa sacred duty, but he 
refuses to look at it from the artistic point of view and the sophisms of.the 
poet sound hollow and blasphemous while thousands and thousknds are cry- 
ing out their agonies. 

Richard Dehmel, a poet who has given to the treasury of German poesy 

some of its most beautiful jewels, has enlisted as a volunteer. His country- 

men all appreciate his readiness to die for the fatherland, but he writes and 
publishes open letters to his children and to the Frenchmen. He uses the 

French language in the latter ones; he signs “ Dehmel, Poete Allemand.” 

He publishes his picture in uniform fn the magazines, and the Germans think 

he has developed too much talent for self-advertising and that the “ego” of 

the greatest poet is a negligible quantity when the existence of the country 
is at stake. In quieter times one would only smile at the exuberance of the 
artistic temperament, but the Germans are not in a smiling mood, and who 
will blame them as long as the Gorgon of war is staring at them from her

HE exuberance of the artistic temperament has swept William Dean 
Howells off his feet. He has published an article, “Why?” which 
would horrify the president if he had time to read It, because it makes 
no pretense whatsoever of neutrality. Howells informs the reader that 
the powers of Germany are “Satanic”; that.the Germans “dine at 1 

o'clock and eat with their knives” (My dear, you should see them!), and 
that Germany is a “dead corpse of medieval oppression, galvanized into an 
ecstasy of murder and rapine.” He has @ better opinion of the czar, and he 
asks: “” Who knows, then, but in the day of reckoning for Germany the czar 
may not issue a ukase declaring his subjects the citizens of a free and inde-, 
pendent republic, and endowing them with the tnitiative and referendum, the 
recall, and woman suffrage, with himself for their frst president ineligible 
for reélection?’ Yes; who knows? If we should ask the czar himself he 
might answer like Julie Sanderson in “ The Sunshine Girl”: “I might.” 

I am not going to challenge Mr. Howells to 4 literary dueL Two reasons 


prevent me from raving for his blood. First, the fact that I am only enjoy- 
“+e the hospitality of the United States; secondly, my heartfelt admiration

for the man. Mr. Taft called him “our greatest novelist” a few years ago. 
This praise was, as most official praises are, as inadequate as possible. There 
is no “greatness” in Howells. Louis XVIII, said that the man who wants 
to rule France must know the exact value of an adjective; Americans are 
not so particular in this respect. Howells is not great, but the most delicate 
cof poets. He is no Rubens, but a pastel painter of the first rank. His “ Rise 
of Silas Lapham” shows an unsurpassed realistic power and a keen under- 
standing of the average American. His “Indian Summer” resembles in the 
graceful rhythm of “causerie” those Italian melodies which float and glide, 
freed from all earthly. substance, like the first bars of the “ Barcarole” in 
the “Ballo in Maschera” which Caruso interprets so divinely. His “Lady 
of the Aroostook” is as charming as pathetic. Howells is a humorist who 
“smiles in tears,” and one of his finest qualities is his artistic poise. | 
How could he lose his poise so absolutely in judging Germany? It seems 
an interesting case worth while for the investigating powers of a psycholog- 
ical Conan Doyle. But the solution of the problem is easy. Read Howells’ | 
criticisms and you have the answer ready made by himself. He has no crit-. 
ical faculty; he has only sympathies and antipathies. Don’t demand bram- 
bies from a rose bush.

Frankly speaking, I think the German professors were worse, much | 

Haeckel, the famous naturalist; Harnack, the famous theologian; | 
Lamprecht, the famous historian—all wrote unconvincing platitudes. The, 
poets may plead extenuating circumstances, They are accustomed to'| 
violate reality; they build a world of their own; they despise facts. (If they 
are not apostles of the “ scientific” and “experfmental” novel!) They feel 
as guardians of the ideal and refuse to compromise. 

Maeterlinck, Verhaeren, Rolland: they all had found their most enthusi- 
astic disciples and followers in Germany. So they had worked out for them- 
selves an ideal Germany and they were disappointed and personally hurt 
when they saw their mistake. They had pot embraced the whole Germany; 
they had lived in the small set of authors and artists who were proud of 
being, as Nietzeche used to say, “good Buropeans.” They saw only the wide 
range of their cosmopolitan culture, the “ limitless curiosity ” which a famous 
Italian has adjudged to the Germans.

In order to force war, Gen. Vasoff, with- 
out the knowledge of the government, 
caused troops to attack both the Serbians 
and Greeks. The Daneff government, 
which had brought about the resignation 
of Gneseloff because of his unwillingness 
to fight the other Baikan states, refused 
to back up the general. It ordered the 
army to cease operations and called upon 
Russia to interfere. While the Bulgarian 
army was paralyzed the Greeks and Ser- 
bians took the offensive. The Turks seized 
arms again and Roumania miobilized. 

Prince Constantine of Greece, who had 

accused of cowardice in the Turkish 
war of 1897 and who had subsequently 
studied in Germany, developed reai milil- 
tary ability. Finding himself in superior 
numbers at Kilkish, he harangued his 
troops, turned the Buigarian right flank, 
and as the enemy began to withdraw at- 
tacked the center with the bayonet. His 
victory was overwhelming, and he evinced 
great power in following it up, never giv- 
ing the Bulgarians time to reorganize. 
Serbia entered from the west, Roumania 
from the north, and Turkey retook Adri- 
anople. 

Bulgaria was prostrate. 

Peace was made by a congress of ths 
great powers held in London. 


~~ 

Bulgaria not only failed to gain the 
boundary awarded to her before the 
Turkish war but lost a large part of the 
land she held at its cloge, including the 
part of Kavala and Saioniki, which was 
in joint possession of Bulgarians and 
Greeks up to the outbreak of hostilities. 
She still remains the largest state of the 
Baikans, her populatian is the most unt- 
form, her land js evenly-divided. The men 
are physically stronger than the Greeks 
and the Roumanians. 

All Bulgarians are united in the desire 
to retake Macedonia; they differ only on 
the method to pursue. I believe that if 
Guechoff were in control he would cap- 
ture Constantinople and open the Bos- 
porus to the allies, trusting to their 
support in a later attack on Greece, or 
possibly getting up a war with Greece 
while still an ally. 

The present government will not take 
the initiative, but will go to war any day 
the allies offer the one desired reward. 
The government would be equally willing 
to take the German-Austrian side for the 
same reward, but there is now less iike- 
lihood of Germany-Austria~ being abie 
to bring pressure to beat on the Balkans.

The situation is further complicated by 
Italy’s occupation of Valona, which is 
to be permanent, and by an undisclosed 
understanding between Italy and Rev- 
mania—which counties are connected in 
race and language. 

Roumania is net interested in the 
Macedonian questiom. Indeed, except for 
a rivalry with Bulgaria, ste has no in- 
terest in affairs BaBkan. There is 4 his- 
toric gratitude to RFoussia for driving out 
the Turk and a Hoheazollern king. There 
is also a German ‘form of constitution 
which keeps the gowernment in the hands 
of the aristocrats. When the great war 
started, the bulk, of the Roumanians 
wanted to join Rwussia, but the govern- 
ment did not move. 

As with Greece. amuch money is com- 
ing to the country through neutrality. 
Roumania is the onty grain growing coun- 
try able to sell to Austria. Therefore her 
exports are great and at enormous pr.ces. 
However, as all the land belongs to a 
few great lamd owners, the increased cost 
of bread from 2% sous to 7 sous a,loat is 
bearing hard on the proletariat.

All the 
motor issues made considerable gains, 
presumably as a result of the enormous 
stock dividend declared by one of the 
better known companies. 

Advances in these stocks ranged from

Review of the Week. 

The decree in favor of the United States 
Steel corporation in the government's 
dissolution suit evidently outweighed con- 
siderations of world politics and wars in 
stock marketestimation. Dealings broke 
through the restraint imposed by the dis- 
pute with Germany into animation and 
buoyancy, although prices reacted later 
again became dull. 
broad inferences were 
drawn from the Steel decision, while the 
chances of reversal on appeal were not /t 
lost sight of. 

Ground work for recovery had been 
laid before this decision by the tone of 
confidence, due partly to greater hope of 
agreement with Germany, but more to 
“the conviction that the extraordinary 
strength of this country’s financial posi- 
tion would not be impaired in any event. 
Happenings in the exchange market con- 
firmed this conviction. Gold imports ar- 
rived in large volume, with prospects of 
indefinite continuance. | 

Release to New York of great sums of 
gold by debtor nations with manifold in- 
crease of credit facilities, points very 
surely to plans for flotation in thie market 
of foreign government securities for the 
purpose of éstablishing much needed 
credits here. Home demands on the 
money market continue light and time 
loans, including overyear accommoda- 
tions, this week fell to lowest rates since

| pace. dived headlong, and made the catch. 

‘At least it looked like he made it, and the 
‘general impression was he had made it. 
| Quinlan heaved the bal! to second, where 
| Weaver took it, touened the bag, and then 
| relayed it to first. 
| Two of the base runners had crossed 
‘the plate and the man who had been at 
‘first was on second. Therefore, if Quin- 
lan really caught the ball. the Sox had 
turned a triple play. But Umpire Evans 
wouldn't declare it so, and there was a 
fine gathering of ball players and umpires 
in the middle of the diamond. But the 
protesting did no good, for Mr. Evans 
said *‘ No.” 

Quinlan appealed to Umpire Mullaney, 
but the latter refused to change Umpire 
Evans’ decision. Tonight, at the hotel, 
Quinlan still insisted that he had madea 
fair catch of the ball. 


Bungles Cost Two Tallies. 

Even thore two runs wouldn't have 
beaten the Sox if Weaver hadn't been 
guilty of dropping two high fly ba!/s later 
on. One of them belonged to Fournier, 
but Buck ingisted on making the catch. 

‘*Reb”™ Russell was pitted against 
George Foster in the slabbing, and the 
Boston man had a bit the better of it. 
Russell vielded only seven blows, while 
the Sox made only four off Foster. 

The Sox could do nothing with Foster’s 
curves in the first round, but In the sec- 
ond they got the bases full ona single and 
two walks. No scores came in though, 
because the batters were helpless in the 
pinch. 

Boston’s boys did no damage to Russel! 
in the first, but in the second round they

There's a lot of nonsense about Old Elm; 
and it consists entirely in what has been 
written about it since, less than two 
years ago, its founders announced their 
intention of building a course for the use 
of an organization whose membership 
would be held down to the 150 limit. That 
it would cost $1,500 to sit in became known 
by inadvertence. 

That was enough for the writing come- 
diage, who proceeded, without other ba- 
sis of information, to explain that Old Elm 
as a club, would be made up of a group 
of carefully selected sybarites, bent upon 
upholstering, gold plating, and platinum 
inlaying the game of golf. 

They were pictured as a body of spec- 
tacular spendthrifts no better than Pitts- 
burghers with or New Yorkers without 
coin. {Than which nothing could be more 
£0, to quote Rabincranath Tagore in one 
of his ante-knighthood moods.] The 
Babylonian note was always sounded in 
these killingly funny “ write-ups.”’ 

Old Elm was to be, it was told, a sort 


of glorified roadhouse, walled in, artlg with 
a prohibitive tariff on the wine @ijt—all 
‘in the spirit of “ Let’s keep the Pikers 


out!” 

The cut-ups reveled as they catalogued 
the new course—gold sand boxes with dia- 
mond dust for tee-making; champagne 
in the water buckets; bar service at every 
green; a new ball for every stroke; vint- 
age Moselle running in the water hazards, 
and a demi-ford to carry the piayer from 
lie to lie. 


Why Old Elm Was Founded. 

Old stuff—all of it—made over into the 
terms of golf. And through it all ran 
abject awe of the money involved. That 
Strain is always present—awe of ‘the 
money when possession of money is the 
especial offense or provocation. Frank 
R. Walsh couldn't hide his awe of the 
money, even when he hectored his hard- 
est at Crcesus on the witness stand; and 
Frank R. Walsh certainly proved him- 
self to be at least as comic as the numer- 
ous writers-up of Old Elm. 

The animating purpose of the men who 
formed the new club was precisely that 
of the man who, eager t@ make a quick 
journey and believing that the regular 
railway schedules can be.improved upon, 
hires a special train‘to take him where he 
wishes to go. He couldn't do that, of 
course, unless he had the means: but his 
willingness to pay for what he wishes to 
have doesn't argue him a snob. 


Comfort—Not Exclusivenéss—Aim. 

Old Elm was considered, founded, and 
built, and is conducted, in just that spirit. 
It represehts a group of men who, un- 
willing to accommodate their hours to 
the exigencies of play on: the crowded 
courses of ‘other clubs, found a way out 
in creating a club in conditions which 
would pr-mit them to accommodate the 
exigencies of play to their hours. They 
were moved not at all by a desire to be ex- 
clusive in their golf, and were moved 
altogether by a desire to be comfortable 
therein. 

All of them—all of them, at least, whom 
¥ know—are in possession of a goat apiece; 
and this goat wanders ungrudingly and 
without hesitation to the sapient outsider 
who seeks to suggest that Old Elm rests 


on a foundation of caste or social aloof- 


ness. 


Why Fee Was High. 

As late as Sept. 1, 1913, what is now Old 
Elm was a plowed field. Barely nine 
months later—June 20, 1914—it was a 
finished golf ccurse of the first class. 
And, as such. it was the debt-free proper- 
ty of the 150 members. 

This brief excursion into data ought to 
explain why the fee was so large. Hadit 
been possible to achieve the same results 
for less, then the fee had been less. The 
point was not to make the cost of joining 
a matter of “ frightfulness,” but to make 
in record time a fine, modern course for 
the use of 150 players, and no more. 

Money was made to overcome, as far 


_ &8 Bessible, the handicap imposed by time. 


A @ jf architect of proved capacity, 
Colt, was brought from England to make 
the best possible layout of the acreage. 
The problem was worked out by Colt and 
Donald Ross. When Colt went home, his 
share of the task performed, Ross re- 
mained to superintend, to ornament, and 
beautify, and to see that science arid 
Meveliness should be combined. _ 


Work Superbly Done. 

The wonder of Old Elm has nothing to 
do with what it all cost, and all todo with 
the superb results. I am certain there 
is no record of a like feat in course build- 
ing. Tees, fairways, and greens alike 


Suggest that quality which, until recently, / 


marked all the notable courses of the 
world—" age,”” meaning years of care, 
end cultivation, and intensive regard for 
condition. 


Old Elm is, as a Mnks, a matter of real , 


golf. A well known course architect re- 
eently said to me: “I wish I could play 
oves Old Elm with you: I'd show youa 
hundred ways of bettering it.” Hisrevis- 
lonary eagerness is, perhaps, explicable 
when I say that he was neither Colt nor 
Ross. This same builder has said the 
same thing, in effect, about pretty nearly 
every course in the middle west with 
which he has had no connection. He's 
the * You know me, Al!" fellow of golt. 

However, he has managed, in the case 
of Old Elm, to have himeelf believed by 
fo many that there is a-definite belief 
@mong golfers who have not been there 
that what the founders obtained for their 
money was something less than a great 
course,

Prussia. although slower than some of the 
other states in this movement, became in- 


oculated, too, and some of its intellectual lead- 


ers boldly sotmded the note. This note was 
that of nationalism. A constitution was de- 
manded for the people, but above all the call 
was for all Germans to unite. The admirable 
unity of the French, with its astonishing re- 
sults, seemed to prove to republicans every- 
where that°the people were capable of ruling 
suecessfully, dnd that a people really free 
should demand and receive a popular bill of 
ri_hts. 

Along with the spread of French customs, 
French drama, French literature, French po- 
litical theories which were adopted in such 
widespread fashion, Napoleon had come to be 
aceppted in many quarters as the representa- 
tive of the new freedom. His martial suc- 
cesses, hits erection of new republics and king- 
doms. his new law code, and the fact that he 
was of common stock, one of the people, all 
seemed to bear out this conception of him. The 
specions character of the democracy of which 
he boasted of establishing, the fustian quality 
of the freedom he-rave to the vanquished, the 
hollow mockery of his paper republics, this, 
that. and the other, his sinister ambition and 
ruthless nature were not perceived by these ad- 
tnirers. To them he was the embodiment of 
the spirit of that revolution which had opencd 
the doors of the bastile; which had proclaimed 
liberty, equality, and fraternity not alone to 
Frenchmen but to the whole world, and which 
Lad destroyed the French Bourbons, the worst 
examples of feudal rulers then on any throne. 

His thirst for conquest they did not at- 
tribute to evil ambition ; he was bringing other 
Bourbons 40 bow the neck that their subjects 
might be free. Even his assumption of Im- 
perial titles and dignities they regarded as 
racht and lawful. It was only the shrewd 
diplomats, the Metternichs and the Steins, who 
saw through his pretense, who recognized what 
his ambition was and to what it’ might lead 
unless he were stopped. They knew the type. He 
was of the same strain as the monarchs they 
served except that he was vastly more efficient 
and his miental powers were apparently on a 
par with his military genius. 

But the admiration for him and for the 
ideas he was supposed to represent grew 
apace through (ormany. The jealousiex of 
the smaller states against Austria and Prussia 
caused even the rulers of Bavaria and Saxony 
openly to espouse the. French. and in Prussia 
his admirers copstantly augmented. 

| * & 


Frederick Bargains fpr Hanover. 
Frederick William III... weak and hadly ad- 
vised, early flirted with the French emperor. 


Coveting Hanover, he refused the overtures of ° 


England, Sweden, and Russia in 1804 to join 
the coalition against France. He evidently 
considered that the peace of North Germany 
was guaranteed by the treaty of May 4. Ad- 
vised by Hfardenberg, his minister, he even 
entered ‘irite negotiations with Napoleon to 
annex Lifnover. This was but the first of 
many double dealings in which he engaged, a 
course which was to bring Prussia to the 
lowest degradation as a state and to cover him 
with shame. Te left his natural ally, Austria, 
to face the French alone. THe deceived Francis 
Il. and the ezar then and afterward. 

Bavaria, Wurttemberg, and Baden threw in 
their chances with Napoleon. Little [lesse- 
Darmstadt refused his demand for an alliance 
with him and cast ‘its lot with Prussia us a 
neutral. - Napoleon sent word to Frederick 
\Vi'liam that he would retain Cleves, on the 
richt bank of the Rhine, as a buffer between 
France and Russia, and thus also control the 
fortress of Wesel, but that Hanover would be 
Prussia’s reward for neutrality. In the war 
with Austria this neutrality was to be strictly 
observed by the French. The first thing Na- 
poleon did was to violate it. 

The Austrian army was overwhelmed at 
Ulm, where the incompetent Mack surrendered 
the greater part of bis force. However, the 
subsequent engagements when Russia came to 
Austria’s aid so confounded the French that 
Frederick William thought the time had come 
to turn his coat. The excuse offered was the 
violation of neutrality when the French 
marched throngh Anspach arainst their foes. 
Bat. again Frederick William changed his 
mind. Instead of declaring war against Napo- 
leon, he agreed at the ezar’s request to forward 
to Napoleon a demand ‘that Napoleon respect 
the rights of Naples, Tlelland, and Switzerland 
and pay an indemnity to the king of Sardinia. 
If this demand was refused Prussia would join 
the allies against him. Frederick William was 
to furnish 180,000 troops to the coalition. 

Even here Frecerick William double crossed 
Austria and Russia, for he iastructed his emis- 
sary to tell Napoleon that Prussia would re- 
majn friendly to him even if her demands were 
refused. 

+ 
Prussia in Delicate Position. 

What worth Napoleon gave to this assurance 
may be learned from what happened after the 
crushing blow he delivered to Austria and Rus- 
sia at Austerlitz, a blow which robbed the for- 
mer of 1,100 square miles of territory with 
2 500 PON inhabitants and an annual revenue 
ef 14,000,000 florins, Napoleon's alliance with 
and occupation of the South German states, 
together with bis Austerlitc success, caused 
Frederick William's minister. Haurwitz, to 
enter into on offensive and defensive nNiance 
with him, This put Prussia in-a most ie. 


cate position. If she annexed Hanover, the 
>rice of her shame, England might attack her. 
The terms of the alliance also reduced her to 
mere vassalage to France. Haugwitz, how- 
ever, advised the king not to ratify this and 
not to annex Hanover until England and 
France declared for peace. Prussian troops 
were to occupy it, however. Hope of this 
modified alliatice being accepted by Napoleon 
vanished when he suddenly repudiated the 
Schinbrunn treaty of Dec. 15 and imposed 
harder terms upon Prussia than he had done 
before. He compelled her to cede Neufchatel 
and Valengin, to renounce claim to Ansbach, 
to take possession of Hanover, and to. close 
North sea ports and Liibeck to England. This 
humiliating alliapce was accepted and signed 
by the king without a protest. ;* 

England immediately blockaded the Elbe, 
Weser, and Ems, seized 300 Prussian vessels 
in British ports, and declared war. Sweden 
followed her example. Prussia’s cup was nearly 
full when Napoleon in dickering with the Fox 
ministry offered Hanover back to England in 
1806. 

Frederick William did not hesitate at this 
point to conclude an agreement with the czar, 
who thereupon prevented the Swedes from car- 
rying out their declaration of war on Prussia. 
Tle also repudiated a treaty his minister signed 
with Napoleon, and thus vanished Prussia’s 
hope of peace. Besides taking possession of 
the fortress of Wesel Napoleon was coveting 
the rich lands near the duchy of Berg, besides 
Essen and Werden and the Brandenburg coun- 
ty of Mark. He announced his formation of 
the confederation of the Rhine. 

These tidings, with the news that he was to 
lose Hanover to England, caused Frederick 
William great fear for his kingdom. It is said 
that he was seized with fits of melanchody and 
that he often wept for hours. He was Jearn- 
ing to his great cost how much was the worth 
of Napoleon's word. He saw Wurzburg occv- 
pied by French troops and heard that he was 
to lose Westphalia and the Brandenberg Mark. 
By a supreme effort the king summoned his 
self-respect and mobilized his army. 


* * 
Queen Heads War Party. 


By this time a reaction against Napoleon 
had set in in Germany. His internation:l ag- 
gression caused the scales to fall from the eyes 
of most of bis admirers. They now becan to 
see that he cared nothing, nor had ever cared 
for, republicanism, and that instead of being 
the apostle of liberty be was the firm sup- 
porter of the worst sort of absolutism. In the 
meanwhile, however, their mistaken espousal 
of his cause and the weakness and selfishness 
of their king had involved the country ip a 
mesh of intrigue and double dealing which 
enused Prussia to be trusted by no one. The 
disgrace of the nation was deeply felt and a 
campaign of renunciation was begun. The 
pamphleteers who yesterday had been extolling 
Napoleon as the herald of freedom now vied 
with each other in denouncing him in the 
strongest terms. His ambition was denounced 
to the army by Fichte and Arndt, and 
Schleiermacher, Yelin, Palm, and others stirred 
the country to revolt against the Corsican. 
Palm, who published Yelin’s “Germany in 
Her Deep Humiliation,” was shot by Napo- 
leon’s orders Aug. 25, 1806. This act of the 
French maddened the Germans, who now 
flocked to the army at the king’s command. 
Writing about it from Saxony, Frederick 
Gentz said: “ The war will be a national war 
in the fullest sense of the word ; within a short 
time all Germany will be involved in it.” 

The spirit of nationalism now ran higher 
than ever before, and the unity of the German 
people was in sight, although it had to suffer 
defeat and see further humiliation before the 
end was reached. 

Such of the French adherents at Berlin as 
still existed had now to take a back seat. 
Queen Louise, who had always espoused the 
national cause and had unceasingly pleaded 
with the king to avoid the French alliance, 
headed the war party. Although the king 
loved her deeply, he had heretofore not taken 
her advice, preferring the acquiescence of his 
pliant ministers in bis own mistaken and selfish 
policy. Now, however, the national movement 
had gained such impetus that he was carried 
along in the popular current and for almost 
the first time he found himself in accord with 
the people and their cause. All the leading 
soldiers and scholars were with him, as well as 
the most influential men and women of the 
court, nobles as well as commoners. 

The army backed up the movement to a 
man, and what most impressed the king were 
the meetings of officers and men in which were 
expressed threats of mutiny when it was 
feared war would not be declared. These fears 
vanished when the king refused to demobilize 
the Aroops at Napoleon’s demand and set Oct. 8 
as the time for the withdrawal of the French 
troops from Prussia. 

° * *&* 


Napoleon Cheered in Berlin. 

It must not be supposed that this weak man 
came to this decision bravely and without mis- 
givings. Russian aid was doubtful. England 
at this stage was not to be counted on. Little 
was to be expected of any of the smaller Ger- 
man states. Frederick William had an army, 
but it lacked a leader. Meanwhile Napoleon's 
forces were marching east, and on Sept. 25 he 
himself was at Mainz planning his campaign. 
Jena followed. Outgeneraled, outplanned, out- 
witted, outfought, the Prussian army, lacking 
& competent commander or thought out de- 
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sign, was cut to pieces. The old Brunswick 
who was ip command fel, and Ilohbenlohe and 
and Biticher surrendered. 

Afterwards the diserace of the Germans 
seemed couiplete when the fortresses of Ierfurt, 
of Magdeburg, Clistrin, and Stettin were sur- 
rendered without resistance. But worse was 
to follow, for when Napolcon entered Berlin in 
triumph the populace actually cheered him! 
He went to the grave of Frederick the Great, 
stole that warrior’s sword and staff, and sent 
them to Paris. 

Prussia was once more tasting the bitter 
fruit of the defeat brought on by intrigue, self- 
ishness, and obstinacy. Save for a few forts 
in Silesia and on the Daltie and about 15,000 
troops her army no longer existed. The con- 
queror was in Berlin heaping further insults 
on the king. The patriots were discouraged, 


the “ French party ” exultant. 

The king abased himself before Napoleon, 
but his olers were rojected. The conqueror 
had harder terms to propose. He demanded 
the territory on the left of the Elbe as far as 
Magdeburg, the Altmark, and 100,000,000 
francs indemnity. Germany must also allow 
Saxony and the states beyond the Elbe to join 
the Confederation of the Rhine. Derlin was 
not to be evacuated until the French, Spanish, 
and Dutch colonies were restored, and even 
then the invaders were to occupy the country 
to the river Bug, including eicht fortresses. 

This was too much for the king, who re- 
jected the terms. Napoleon ignored this and 
pressed on to meet the Russians. After this 


campaign with.its varying results the cele- 


brated meeting at Tilsit took place between the 
ezar, Napoleon, and tie king of Prussia, al- 
though the latter made but a poor showing in 
the negotiations. It was here that Alexander 
and Frederick William agreed to send for the 
latter's quecn to see if she could melt the heart 
of the conqueror and induce him to soften the 
barsh terms he had imposed upon her country. 
a a 
Louise Pleads Prussia’s Cause. 

This act was quite in keeping with the self- 
ish character of the kinz, Incapable of as- 
serting his self-respect and of facing down 
Napoleon, he delezated the humiliating duty of 
cajolery to his beautiful queen, causing her to 
abase herself before a man in whose presence 
Do pure woman was safe.

Shensked especially that Mag- 
deburg be left to Trussia, but Napotcon said 
with ill timed mirth, “ No, no; Magdeburg is 
worth a hundred queens.” Tle afterwards con- 
fessed that the situation became so embar- 
rassing that he micht have capitulated, but at 
that moment the blundering Frederick William 
came into the room, saying the wrong thing, of 
course, and Napoleon was saved.

Napoleon, polite but firm, resisted her plead- 
ings, and he handed her into her carriace a 
defeated and heartbroken ambassadress. 

“Indeed, your majesty.” he had said, “T

Beginning of German Unity. 

This decision of Napoleon's, whether it was 
the result of his evil destiny or not, was a 
grave mistake. 

Had he conciliated Prussia at this time the 
fate which overtook him later micht have been 
postponed if not averted entirely, Sor his _rebaff 
to their beautiful queen steeled the hearts of 
the Prussians and other Germans at home for 
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their grent war of liberation, a struggle which 
nationalist cause, and her support put heart 
into it. 

Open hearted, her charities were numerous 
and she was ever interested in the wel’are of 
her people. She lent her aid to the introdue- 
tion of the Pestalozzian system of education 
for the young, and all institutions of learning 
had her warm support. In all her contact 
with life, whether as queen, wife, mother, or 
laughter, she showed herself as an example to 
the people. Her death was a blow to the na- 


tion. but the good she did bore fruit in the 


years to come when the-spirit of the nation 


which she had done so much to awaken rose in 
its might to free the Germans from the thrall 
of Napoleon,

People Clamer for W ar. 

Germany had never seen an uprising like 
that which culminated in the campaign of 
1813. The nationalist party, spurred en by 
the leaders of German thovg it, supported by 
the court, swept everrthing before it. It was 
the day of unselfish patriotism. The people, 
and especially the army, hungering for revenge 
on the French for the wrones inflicted during 
their occupation of German soil, clamored for 
war. Every one, hich or low, made sacrifices 
to help the government to prepare for the 
struggle. The rich sold their jewels and plate 
and emptied their purses; the poor gave what 
they could and offered their services to the 
army. 

The latter, although it*had suffered terrible 
reverses jin the last tn years, was still ani- 
mated by the spirit instillcd into it by its great 
organizer, Frederick the Great, and its officers 
at least had never lost hope that the cay would 
come when they would b: hold the humbling of 
their French enemies. Austria was an uncer- 
tain ally, but such was the spirit of the Prus- 
sian army that even had not Metternich relue- 
tantly joihed the allies at last it is quite possi- 
ble that the Prussians and Russ’ans without 
Austrian aid wou'd have attempted the down- 
fall of Napoleon. 

With remarkable speed the Prussian army 
of liberation was organized under Yorck, 
Biticher, and other seasoned and able com- 
manders. The king alone wavered, as he al- 
wars did. Had Haugwitz been in the aseend- 
ency among his counsclors instead of Harden- 
berg it is doubtful if he would have given his 
consent even to the mobilization, to say noth- 
ing of actually declaring war. But Haugwitz 
was no loncer there to tell him how to tempo- 
rize and to carry water on both shoulders. 
P-ypuiar clamor had caused his rettrement, and 
in his place was Hardenberg, idolized by the 
nition not only for his patriotism but because 
that patrictism had caused him to earn the 
hatred of Napoleon. 

Frederick William passed through his usual 
agony of hesitation, and finally under compul- 
sion of popular pressure and the advice of bis 
ministers he gave a reluctant consent. It is 
as well for him that he did so, for it is not 
improbable that had he not done so the 
dynasty would have been imperiled. so deter- 
mined was the nation to carry out its object. 

The scattered remains of the French. army 
were either driven out of the country or be- 
siezed in the few fortresses which they stil] 


held in Prussia. French influence vanished 

from the country and Germanism became al- 

most a cult with the patriots. | ?

Allies Retreat Before French. 

So severe had the wars of the past been 
upon upon the Prussians and Russians that 
even by April, 1813, with their utmost efforts 
they could only muster about 200,000 men. 
Napoleon had brought an equal force to Er- 
furt. By his superb stratezy he overcame the 
allies on the celebrated field of Liitzen and 
compelled their retreat. Almost immediately 
after occurred the battle of Bautzen, and again 
the allies retreated without giving him the vic- 
tory he desired. The French line by this time 
was so long and thin that it alarmed Napo- 
leon, who also becan to fear the accession of 
th« Austrians to his enemies. 

He called for a six weeks’ truce. Before 
this expired he learned that his old marshal, 
Rernadotte, now crown prince of Sweden ani 
his enemy, had a force of over 100,000 men 
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between the French position and Berlin, 
Which city Napoleon had designed to attack. 
Also that Bliicher with ¥5.00O0 men was a! 
leroeinu utd the Austrade under 
Scliwarzenberg had joined a Russian force, 
the whole nuubering 180,000, across in 
Bohenna. 

‘lhis last force he attacked Aug. 27 and 
defeated. Schwarzenberg, however, man- 
aged to withdraw his army in fair order, and 
fur some unaccountable reason the French 
did not follow up their victory promptly. 
When they d.d give chase they were in such 
inadequate numbers that the pursued turned 
and overwhelmed them. Almost at the same 
time Biiicher, old “ Marshal Forwards,” per- 


formed the same service to Qucl) ot and Mac- 


dovald near Berlin and the Katzbach. 


At this Napoleon lost his head almost fo 


the first time. He seemed at sea and his sub- 
sequent movements laid his forces open to 
attacks delivered by B.iicher and Schwarz- 
enberg, both of whom retired their armies 
afterward wethout giving lim a chance to 
retaliate. Winter was rapidly coming on and 
his men were already suffering for want of 
food and clothing, while they were constant- 


ly being harassed by tho cremy, who was 


approaching nearer and nearer each day. 

Oct. 15 Napoleon was ready for battle at 
Leipsic. For three days there was desultory 
fighting without a decis ve advantace on 
either side. Then Bernadotte, who had re. 
treated, came up and closed the ring about 
his old commander. The same day the Saxons 
and Bavarians deserted the French and went 
over to the allies. Germany was at last 
united against Napoleon. He ordered a re- 
treat and by sheer bravery the French broke 
through the line. completely wiping out the 
particular force in their way. Nov. & ther 
reached Mainz, and crossed the Rhine, never 
to return.

Germany Rid ‘of Forei gn Influence. 

Such was the “ battle of nations,” the suc- 
cess of Wiich marked the downfall of French 
domination in Germany and saw the sun rise 
on a people never more to. be enslaved by 
foreign power. [russia and the adjacent 
states had yet to free themselves’ from the 
intriguing diplomacy of Metternich in ‘is at- 
tempts to maintain Austrian ascendancy 
in southern Germany. They had yet to settle 
many differences among themselves “and to 
form a lasting union fer defense. Prussia 
had even yet by force of arms to deprive 
Austria once and for all of the right to dic- 
tate to the other German states, but that was 
a task of the future, and it was left to me» 
yet unborn to accomplish. 

The history of the Germans during the 
first twelve years of the nineteenth century 
is not politicaily a happy one. They were not 
a united people. They had a weak and un- 
worthy king. Their interests were often di- 
verse. Their diplomacy was often deplorable 
Their social conditions left much to be de- 
sired, but they had nevertheless absorbed 
enough of the best which the French revolu- 
tion taught, and this leavren never ceased to 
work within their spirits. Under the mos? 
adverse circumstances they nourished it ant 
its influence never died out in the darkest 
days of their humiliation. 

This innate desire for liberty was dearer to 
them than life itself, and when the pressure 
of Napoleon's ruthless ambition had appar- 
ently crushed them forever, the whole nation, 
noble and peasant. rose en masse and drove 
him and his influence forever from the land, 

In this fight for freedom no one was more 
devotedly patriotic. no one actuated by a 
greater singleness of purpose, than Queen 
Louise, who even at this day is held up as 
afl that a queen and a mother should be.

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FITTING THE SAILING CANOE. 
ANOEING is about the most thrilling 
sport on inland waters. Canoe sailing 
keeps the sailor busier than a Japanese 
diplomat from the time he leaves the 

dock until the rig is furled again. 

There are as many ways to rig a canoe as to 
rig a ship. The easiest and probably the 
safest rig of them all is the “lateen.” This 
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requires little work to construct and it can be 
made amply strong and workable by any boy 
with ability to handle simple tools. 

A short mast, two spars, and a triangular 
sail, with the necessary hoisting blocks and 
cordage, make up the whole equipment. It 
can be put on any canoe, whether it was 
designed for sailing or not.

requires that the canoe be equipped with a 
keel, center board, or lee boards. The lee 
boards are so much more convenient that they 
are used practically to the exclusion of any 
other keel attachment. They are necessary 
to hold the boat on its course when it is run- 
ning in any other direction than fair before 
the wind. Without lee boards or their equiv- 
alents the sailing canoe would “ make south- 
ings,” as the old salts say when a boat travels 
sidewise and refuses to answer the helm. 

Let us figure that vou have a canoe of say 
sixteen feet in length. The dimensions I will 
give may be modified according to the length 
and beam of your canoe, but don’t go too far. 
Remember you are going to sail a canoe, not 
fly a kite. Every foot of sail area means 
business when you get into the wind. Don't 
overdo it. 

Tet the mast be 5 feet 4 iaches in height 
and about an inch and a half in diameter at 
the base, preferably but not necessarily turned 


X 


to a slight taper toward the top. 

Get a piece of hardwood not less than a 
half inch thick and bored to accurately seat 
the bottom of the mast. This is called the 
mast step. Serew it to the bottom of the 
canoe just aft of the forward seat and exactly 
centered over the center line of the canoe. 

The gunwale support can be made of a piece 
of wood about one inch thick and four or five 
inches wide, extending the width of the canoe 
under the gunwales at the point over the mast 
step. This support or thwart is, of course, 
bored to receive the mast. The thwart must 
be placed accurately over the mast step so the 
mast when in place will be exactly perpendic- 
ular to the water line of the canoe. 

Cut a smooth hole through the top of the 
mast at right angles to the keel line to carry 
the hoist. This hole can either be cut smooth 
or slotted to receive a pulley block. Then 
attach a pulley block on a swivel on the top 
of the thwart, close to the center line. Through

into the farming business in the city 

ef Chicago. They started farming year 

before last on a vacant lot. Now their 

“farm” covers many lots and gives them both 
a busy and profitable vacation season. 

These boys are William Buttles and Joe 
Werstler, both high school students. From 
their farm they have learned a good deal about 
marketing, delivery, and collections. The va- 
cant lot farm has given them both an agricul- 
tural and business education. 

Because of the obstacles to commercial suc- 
cess, crop failures and competition of the 
grownup truck men and green grocers, the lot 
farming became something of a game which 
roused the enthusiasm and fired the determi- 
nations of the boys. 

“ We first got down to business by ordering 
a flock of seed catalogs,” -Buttles explained 
as he leaned on his hoe handle farmer like. 
“Right away we got foxy. We wrote to the 
seed houses and got an allowance of the truck 
gardeners’ discount on prices, which amounts 
to from 5 to 5O per cent. | 

“We picked up our tools second hand, 
choosing good ones, and got them at bargain 
prices, Plowing cost us $10. We planted six- 
teen varieties of vegetables. When they 
started to come up it kept us traveling to fight 
the weeds and keep up with our school work. 
We tried to get over the garden every three 
days, doing our weeding in the morning on bot 
days so the sup would wilt the weeds and 
scorch them before they had time to take root 
again. 

“We had a hard time getting started to 
market our stuff. In our suburb most of the 
families have small gardens and we had to 
compete with the truck gardeners and stores. 
But when the people got convinced our goods 
were freshest and of selected quality we sold 
practically everything we raised. oa 
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“We also found we had demand for things 
we did not raise, as, for instance, rhubarb, 
which we bought from other gardeners at 
about 1 cent a pound and retailed at 10 cents 
for three pounds.” 

The summer's work paid the boys a profit of 
$101 each, more than they would have earned 
if they had sought work as office boys or 
store clerks for the vacation season. Also 
they concluded the summer with brawny arms 
and a wealth of health.

where the sailor sits. Be sure that these — 


pulleys run free. You may ‘want to drop 
the shect in less time than it will fall some 
day. This makes the mast complete. 

The next thing is to get two spars, each 
about 10 feet 4 inches long and about one and 
one-quarter to one and one-balf inches thick, 
also turned to a slight taper. In the base 
or thick end of each insert a stout screw eye. 
ind the end of the spars to prevent split- 
ting, preferably before inserting the screw 
eves. Or a brass ring may be slipped over the 
ends of the spars to the same effect. Open 
the screw eyes enough to admit a strong metal 
ring about two inches in diameter, then close 
them again. The two spars will now be 
attached like a big pair of compasses. 

About three and a half feet from the con- 
nected end of one spar fasten a twenty foot 
length of quarter inch braided cotton rope. 
This is the halyard. Be sure it is made 
securely fast. You want it to stay put. Then 
about two feet, or maybe an inch or two more, 
from the end of the other spar attach a jaw 
which will ride the mast. This jaw may be 
made of a piece of heavy brass, thick sheet 
steel, or wood, or it can be purchased from a 
dealer in marine hardware. This can be at- 
tached with screws and then lashed to the 
spar to make it thoroughly secure. 

The sail you can make of anything from 
stout muslin to balloon silk at 40 cents a 


yard. The seams should overlap at least a 
quarter of an inch and run parallel to thie 


after edge of the sail, which should measure 
approximately & feet 8 inches. This makes 
the aail an isosceles triangle with dimensions 
of 10 feet by 10 feet by S feet 8 inches. 
Hem the sail along each edge and insert 
grommets every five inches on the -ten foot 
sides. Lash it to the spars by a running 
hitch through the grommets and over the 
spars, then run the halyard through the pulley 
blocks. 
Attach a twelve foot length of rope to the 
lower spar a foot or two from the free end. 
Attach the lee boards, hoist the sail, and 
push off. You are ready to play Columbus. 
The lee boards can be fashioned a lot of 
ways. The illustration gives”’you a good line 
on a simple design. They should extend about 


sixteen inches below the water line and should © 


be at least twelve inches wide and an inch 
thick, tapering at the edges to make them cut 
water. They can be attached to the lee board 
thwart with springs which will allow them 
to swing clear on striking an obstruction in 
the water. They can be attached with wing 
nuts so that unshipping them is only the work 


of a moment. In fact the whole rig can be 
stowed in the canoe easily. 


It is mighty good practice to carry an extra 


paddle stowed under the seats and to sprinkle 
life preserver cushions about. They may save 
you a long walk from midlake. 


Because of the easy handling of a canoe so 


rigged it can be sailed with considerable sport 


op even the small ponds and river back 
waters.

WORLD’S CHAMPION BONEHEAD. 
HE world’s champion bonehead has been 
discovered. He lived about 3,000,000 
B. C. in the vicinity of what is now 
known as Red Deer river, Southern Al-

In the towering cliffs above the river gorge 
a remarkable collection of ancient fossil re- 
mains of reptilians has been discovered.

His skull was shaped 
like a Corinthian helmet, and, as it was evi- 
dently not meant for thinking, may have been 
used as a battering ram, like that of a goat 
now, to butt its enemies and next to break 
down trees to get at their juicy leaves,

inal position. Practice will make it possible 
to bend forward until the finger tips touch the 
floor, and extra supple persons can put the 
whole hand flat on the floor. 

As in the figure at left—same starting posi- 
tion as above; movement, circle the arms 
downward, inward, across the chest, then re- 
verse the movement. Practice this keeping 
the arms well extended, slightly tensing the 
muscles to do it. That gets action around the 
shoulders and helps the muscles that make for 


erect and correct bearing. 


Persistent attention to the setting-up ex- 


ercises is necessary to gain noticeable devel- 
opment through them alone. It may take 
months to put on another quarter inch of 
muscle anywhere, but while the process is 
going on there will be constant benefit in gen- 
eral results. Keep it up.

Nor is there any reason why expensive 
trimming shou'!d be applied to a frock of 
this kind in order that it be pretty. For- 
merly women were of the opinion that in 
order to have a lingerie frock ‘‘ possible ” 
it had to be adorned with elaborate hand 
embroidery and handsome inset lace. 
Now, self-trimming has reached a point of 
tremendous importance. Inadozen ways 
it must be used. In diminutive tucks, in 
tiny frillings, in ruffles and flounces and 
shirrings, in bandings and in bindings it 
may be se!f-trimmed most attractively. 

Organdy is a goods which is extremely 
dainty and fluffy, but it is not overly serv- 
iceable. It posgesses a sheerness which 
no other material can own to, but is too 
frail for the ordinary girl. Net or voile, 
batiste, linen lawn, or mull are all more 
designed for service than this organdy, 
and can be made to flare prettily and 
properly by the use of ruffied petticoats. 
Crinoline underskirts are-a rather radical 
means of achieving this skirt fullness 
and rather extreme for the young girl.

The only objection is that it is 
not a tubable materialk On the other 
hand, many of the goods which are sup- 
posedly quite washable look much bet- 
ter and stay much dressier [f they are 
cleaned the first few times instead of 
washed, and for this reason white taf- 
feta is not as impractical as it sounds.

The general term liqu.d diet 
means nothing except that by using such 
the digestive avenues will most Wkely be 
kept clear. This can be accompiished oy 
drinking plenty of water and <ating an 
abundance of fruit, most of which is at 
least SS per cent water of a far better 
sort than that used to dilute real foods.

Barley Water. 

Stir one-half cup of pear! barley into 
two quarts of lightly saited boiling water. 
Cover the kettle, clamped down covers 
are best, and put over the simmering 
burner to cook for three hours.

Altair is a near neighbor. Only four- 
teen light years, two steps in the dis 
tances of the universe, separate it from 
the earth. It is a sun for sentimentalists. 
The choicest legend of the skies concerns 
it and the great ard brilliant Vega. . On 
earth Altair was the Shepherd Boy and 
Vega was the Spinning Damsel, lovers, 
of course. A cruel father and both were 
transported to the skies, one on one side 
of the Milky Way and one on the other. 
The cruelty was not uncompromising. 
Once each year, on July 7, they might 
meet if they might find a way to bridge 
the Milky Way. For this kind service 
magples were ordained. They were to 
form a bridge across the Way and thus 
permit Altair to cross. If it rained the 
Way was swollen and the magpies could 
not complete the span.

Altair is the bright star ofthe con- 
stellation of the Eagle, Aquila, the eagle 
that Jove employed on his-errands and 
sent down for Ganymede when Hebe stu- 
pidly stumbled and spilled a bowl of 
ambrosia. The companion constellation, 
however, is a representation of the time 
of the Emperor Hadrian, who lost a fa- 
vorite, the beautiful boy Antinous, in the 
Nile.

The shoulder of Antinous is one of the 
famous variables of the sky. It is eight 
Ccegrees below Altair and is known as 
Eta. It varies from the third and a 
half magnitude to the fourth and a half 
magnitude and changes every seven days, 
four hours, fourteen minutes, and four 
seconds. It is yellowish and can be fol- 
lowed by the unaided eye. 

Altair ie the third nearest first mag- 
nitude star visible in northern iatitudes. 
Sirius and Procion are nearer. It sends 
out ten times more light than our sun. 
it has two companions and the three 
somewhat resemble the belt of Orion, but 
ire not eo bright. Altair is the middle 
star.

BR routes and mileages to and from 

all of the route centers. Looking at 
this map one will see that Chicago serves 
as a hub for all of the important routes 
traversing the United States east and 
west. 

Although the Lincoln highway does not 
fnvade the city, the greater percentage 
of transcontinental travel will stop in 
Chicago and then go west to De Kalb, Ill., 
where it will meet the Lincoln highway 
again. 

A new highway has been recently pro- 
moted from Chicago to Chattanooga, 
Tenn., via Danville, Ill.; Crawfordsville, 
Ind., Indianapolis, Columbaa, Louisville, 
Ky., and Nashville, Tenn. This trail will 
be one of the most important highways 
running north and south in the country. 

The route, which is known as the Dixie 
highway, will be marked on all telephone 
poles all the way and the motorist will 
mot have an arduous time in keeping on 
the road. It will also no doubt promote 
the building of some good roads in the 
goutheastern part of the state, for ILli- 
nois wanted the Dixie highway to go south 
from Danville, Llll., through Chrisman, 
Paris, and Terre Haute, Ind., but this 
route was objected to by the Dixie high- 
Way promoters. 

The llinols highway department has 
given the cost of twenty-three roads aver- 
aging 24.1 miles. Four of these roeds 
are-to be of a brick construction and nine- 
teen are to be of concrete. The brick 
roads will cost approximately §13,930. 
The concrete roads range from a mini- 
mum cost of $9,000 to $17,000 per mile. 
The general average based upon twenty- 
three sections will cost $10,400 per mile. 

An excellent feature of the Illinois state 
aid system is that as soon as the state 
has accepted the task of building a road 
the duty of maintaining it forever after- 
ward rests entirely upon the state. 

— 

Tilinois will have two interesting races 
this month. Tne Galesburg race, which 
is the first on the list, will be held on 
Wednesday, and the Maywood race will 
take place on Saturday, June 19.
